CHICAGO   —   An    integration   of    the   day   and   evening   chemistry 
graduate    programs    at    Illinois    Institute    of   Technology,    effective   with 
the    fall    semester,    was   announced   here    today    by/ Dr.    Martin  Kilpatrick, 
chairman  of   the   department    of    chemistry. 

The   move    is   designed    to  make    all   phases   and   advantages    of 
the   day   curriculum   available   to   evening   students. 

The    integration  follows    an   increase    in   chemistry  staff 
members,    expansion   of    the    curriculum,    and   completion   of   the   new 
$825,000   Chemistry   building,    one    of   the    first   structures    in   Illinois 
Tech's   $15,000,000  development    and   modernization   program. 

Individual    courses   will    be    scheduled    in  three-year    cycles 
and   will    be    offered   to   day   students    in  one   year,    evening   students    in 
another,    and   as   Saturday   morning   classes    in   a   third.      The    same    instruc- 
tional   staff   will    be    used    for   both  day   and   evening   programs,. 

Similar    integration   of    the   day  and   evening   undergraduate 
sessions    is    contemplated,    Dr.    Kilpatrick  stated.

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As  a  first  step  in  this  direction,  the  regular  undergraduate 
instructional  staff  will  handle  both  day  and  evening  sessions  this 
year.   The  evening  academic  year  will  run  from  February  through 
January,  while  the  day  academic  year  remains  September  to  June.   The 
latter  change  provides  more  efficient  use  of  the  department's 
laboratory  and  staff..

The  dormitory  at  33rd  street  and  Michigan  avenue  will  be 
known  as  Charlotte  C.  Farr  Hall,   An  identical  structure  at  32nd 
street  and  Michigan  avenue  will  be  called  Harriett  0.  Fowler  Hall. 

The  building  at  3254  South  Michigan  avenue,  now  generally 
called  Graduate  House  by  Illinois  Tech  students,  has  been  designated 
Thomas  R.  Brown  Hall. 

Mrs,  Farr,  widow  of  Marvin  A,  Farr,  died  last  December  at 
the  age  of  83.   She  bequeathed  one-third  of  her  estate,  amounting 
to  approximately  $120,000,  to  Illinois  Tech.   She  spent  her  -  '■■ 
entire  life  after  marriage  at  the  Farr  home  at  4737  Woodlawn 
avenue.

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Mrs.  Farrrs  husband,  a  prominent  realtor  for  many  years 
and  former  president  of  the  Chicago  Real  Estate  Board,  founded  in 
1872  the  firm  now  known  as  Farr  and  Company,  and  formerly  headed 
by  his  son,  Newton  C.  Farr,  former  president  of  the  Chicago  Real 
Estate  Board,  president  of  the  National  Association  of  Real  Estate 
Boards,  and  for  a  number  of  years  a  member  of  Illinois  Tech's  board 
of  trustees. 

Mrs,  Fowler,  who  was  killed  in  an  auto  accident  in  Geneva 
in  June  1946,  was  the  widow  of  James  W.  Fowler,  Jr.,  formerly  of 
Lafayette,  Ind„,  and  Miami,  Fla. 

She  had  shown  a  long-standing  interest  in  education  and 
stipulated  in  her  will  that  her  estate  might  be  used  to  help  persons 
or  students  seeking  an  education. 

Mrs.  Fowler's  estate  was  left  to  Mr.  Farr  as  trustee,  who 
directed  that  a  portion  be  given  to  Purdue  university  for  a  dormi- 
tory  in  honor  of  her  husband  and  the  balance,  $200,000,  to  Illinois 
Tech,  also  for  the  construction  of  a  dormitory. 

Mr.  Brown,  a  retired  building  materials  plant  manager, 
died  in  1945  at  the  age  of  75.   Ke  had  been  a  widower  for  25  years 
and  resided  at  the  Lake  Shore  Club.

CHICAGO  --  Stanton  E.  Winston,  dean  of  the  evening  division 
and  professor  of  mechanical  engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  has  resigned  as  director  of  the  annual  Midwest  Power 
Conference,  President  Henry  T.  Heald  announced  today. 

Roland  A.  Budenholzer,  professor  of  mechanical  engineering 
at  Illinois  Tech,  has  been  named  to  replace  Dean  Winston,  who  has 
served  as  conference  director  since  1940, 

Conducted  each  spring  in  Chicago  by  Illinois  Tech  with  the 
cooperation  of  a  number  of  midwestern  universities,  colleges,  and 
engineering  societies,  the  conference  is  the  largest  of  its  kind  in 
the  world,  now  annually  attracting  some  2,500  engineers  from  all  over 
the  nation  in  the  field  of  power  production,  transmission,  and 
consumption. 

The  1949  meeting  will  be  held  April  18,  19,  and  20  at  the 
Sherman  hotel . 
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Dean  Winston  was  instrumental  in  the  reorganization  and 
reactivation  of  the  Midwest  Power  Conference  in  1938  and  served  as 
its  secretary  in  1938  and  1939  before  assuming  the  directorship.   The 
growth  of  Illinois  Tech's  evening  division  has  prompted  him  to  re- 
linquish his  position  and  devote  full  time  to  his  administrative 
duties  with  the  Institute. 

He  studied  as  an  undergraduate  at  Colorado  School  of  Mines 
and  the  University  of  Denver,  receiving  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree 
from  the  latter  institution  in  1913.   He  joined  the  faculty  of  Armour 
Tech  (one  of  the  two  predecessor  institutions  of  Illinois  Tech)  in 
1919.   He  was  awarded  a  master  of  arts  degree  at  the  University  of 
Denver  in  1923,  a  bachelor  of  science  in  mechanical  engineering  at 
Armour  Tech  in  1924,  and  an  M.E.  degree  at  Armour  Tech  in  1929, 

A  resident  of  Hinsdale,  Illinois,  Dean  Winston  serves  as 
chairman  of  the  zoning  appeal  board  and  zoning  commission  of  that 
community.   He  is  the  author  of  three  text  books  on  mechanism, 
machine  design,  and  thermodynamics,  and  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers  and  the  American  Society  for  Engin- 
eering Education. 

Dr.  Budenholzer  attended  high  school  in  Belen,  New  Mexico, 
received  a  bachelor  of  science  in  mechanical  engineering  at  New 
Mexico  State  College  in  1935,  and  a  master's  degree  and  doctorate  at 
California  Institute  of  Technology  in  1937  and  1939,  respectively. 
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He  joined  the  Illinois  Tech  faculty  as  an  instructor  in 
1940,  became  an  assistant  professor  in  1943,  and  associate  professor 
in  1945,  and  a  full  professor  in  1947.   He  has  written  a  number  of 
articles  in  engineering  journals  and  has  done  considerable  research 
on  the  heat  pump. 

Dr.  Budenholzer  is  a  member  of  Sigma  Xi,  Tau  Beta  Pi,  Pi 
Tau  Sigma,  and  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers,  and  is 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Branches,  Region  Six.   He  lives 
at  5432  Kimhark  avenue,  Chicago.

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Kettaliata  —  Coal-Burning  Gas  Turbine  Locomotives

The  coal-burning  gas  turbine  locomotive  is  the  most  serious  competitor 
Ito  the  presently  popular  diesel  locomotive  that  has  yet  appeared  on  the  railway 
Jscene.  Unquestionably  the  numerous  advantages  of  the  diesel  engine  make  it  a  very 
Idesirable  type  of  power  plant  for  locomotive  use.  Tangible  evidence  of  this  is 
[readily  apparent  from  the  overwhelming  majority  of  diesel  locomotives  on  order 
■compared  with  those  of  the  steam  type.  However,  it  is  believed  that  the  gas 
■turbine,  especially  when  using  coal  as  a  fuel,  possesses  even  more  beneficial 
j characteristics  when  applied  to  the  heavy  traction  field,  and  it  is  predicted  that 
jonly  by  its  adoption  will  the  ultimate  in  locomotive  design  be  achieved. 

A  IiOOO  horsepower  coal-burning  locomotive  gas  turbine  now  being  construct- 
Jed  will  soon  be  ready  for  testing,  and  if  the  anticipated  performance  is  realized, 
fuel  and  maintenance  costs  will  be  lower  than  for  any  other  locomotive  ever  built. 
|A  direct-current  type  of  electric  transmission,  similar  to  that  used  in  diesel- 
electric  locomotives,  will  be  employed. 

The  gas  turbine  power  plant  consists  of  a  turbine  driving  directly  a 
compressor  and,  through  a  reduction  gear,  also  a  generator,  the  latter  furnishing 
electric  power  to  traction  motors  mounted  on  the  axles  of  the  locomotive.  Air 
from  the  atmosphere  has  its  pressure  increased  by  the  compressor  and,  after  passing 
through  a  combustion  chamber  where  its  temperature  is  raised  to  about  1300  degrees 
Fahrenheit  by  the  burning  of  pulverized  coal,  enters  the  turbine  in  the  form  of  a 
hot  gas.  By  expansion  of  the  gas  through  it  the  turbine  develops  more  power  than 
the  compressor  requires  so  the  excess  goes  to  the  generator.  A  heat  exchanger  will 
also  be  employed  so  that  the  turbine  exhaust  gases,  which  would  otherwise  be  Trasted_ 
can  be  used  to  preheat  the  compressed  air  before  it  enters  the  combustion  chamber. 
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The  expected  fuel  cost,  when  using  coal,  will  be  approximately  one  half 
>f  that  of  a  diesel/ocomotive  of  similar  horsepower.  The  lubrication  costs  should 
lot  exceed  one  tenth  of  those  of  the  diesel  type.  The  purely  rotary  motion  of  the 
gas  turbine  will  result  in  minimum  maintenance  and  vibration.  Absence  of  any 
reciprocation,  with  its  concomitant  unbalanced  forces,  is  obviously  beneficial. 
Several  other  gas  turbines,  of  a  design  similar  to  that  of  the  locomotive  unit, 
lave  operated  in  oil  refineries  for  continuous  periods  as  long  as  several  years 
without  shutdown;  thus  indicating  the  high  order  of  reliability  to  be  expected 
from  the  locomotive  gas  turbine. 

There  are  other  incentives  for  using  coal  besides  reducing  fuel  costs. 
One  of  these  is  that  the  chief  source  of  revenue  of  some  railroads  is  obtained 
from  hauling  coal,  and  good  customer  relations  are,  obviously,  important.  From  a 
conservation  standpoint  the  use  of  coal  is  also  dictated.  It  is  generally  pre- 
dicted that  coal  reserves  will  last  about  3000  years  as  compared  with  V~>   years  for 
oil,  Even  if  the  latter  figure  is  appreciably  in  error,  the  tremendous  difference 
in  favor  of  coal  is  evident. 

Since  no  \vater  is  required  in  its  operation,  the  gas  turbine  cycle  should 
be  particularly  attractive  for  locomotive  installations.  Elimination  of  the  new 
necessary  water  treating  provisions  for  both  diesel  and  steam  locomotives  should 
certainly  be  desirable.  The  large  amount  of  excess  air  used  in  the  gas  turbine 
combustion  process  permits  a  clear  stack  free  from  smoke  at  all  loads  on  the  unit,, 
The  desirability  of  such  a  feature  in  view  of  some  present  city  ordinances  if 
manifest.

"Swede"  Swanson  (6'2"  senior);  Guards  Bob  Leiser  (6'1"  sophomore),

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Phil  Urasky  (6'1"  sophomore),  and  Sherman  Roberts  (5'6"  sophomore). 

Both  Bergstrom  and  Swanson,  however,  will  graduate  in 
February,  leaving  the  Techawks  without  an  experienced  pivot  man. 

Matson  paced  the  Techawks  in  scoring  last  winter,  coming 
with  a  rush  late  in  the  season  to  drop  in  183  points  for  18  games, 
Bergstrom,  who  had  led  most  of  the  year,  was  second  with  178  points 
for  18  games. 

These  two  are  almost  sure  bets  for  starting  jobs.   A  pre- 
season guess  would  pair  Mikota  at  forward  with  Matson  and  place 
Urasky  and  Leiser  at  guards.   As  freshmen,  Mikota  and  Leiser  showed 
flashes  of  brilliance  but  were  also  erratic.   Urasky  is  probably  the 
best  defensive  man  on  the  squad. 

Either  Peterson,  Swanson,  or  Roberts  might  crash  the  first 
five,  however,  and  help  may  come  from  a  group  of  sophomores  who  saw 
little  action  with  the  varsity  last  year  —  Forward  Leo  Kiley,  Center 
Roger  Kraft  and  Guard  Bruce  Tennant .   The  freshmen  are  very  much  of  an 
unknown  quantity,  but  two  other  newcomers,  sophomore  Ray  Carlson, 
forward  from  Rockford,  and  Junior  George  Scalamera,  center  from 
Lindblom  of  Chicago,  are  bright  prospects, 

G-lancy,  a  native  of  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,  was  an  all-Metropolitan 
basketballl  star  while  performing  for  Manhattan  college  in  the  late 
1930s.   The  30-year-old  coach  played  both  professional  baseball  and 
basketball  after  graduation,  and  coached  for  a  year  at  La  Salle 
Academy,  Providence,  R. I. ,  before  the  war.   During  the  war  he  served 
as  an  ensign  in  the  development  of  the  Navy  athletic  program  at 
Illinois  Tech  and  later  was  transferred  to  sea  duty.   He  participated 
in  the  Iwo  Jima,  Okinawa,  and  Home  Island  campaigns  with  the  Third 

Fleet"  -more- 
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In  1946-47  he  coached  basketball  and  baseball  at  St.  Raphael 
Academy,  Pawtucket,   R.I.   In  that  season  his  team  won  21,  lost  4, 
and  piled  up  1,370  points  to  840  for  its  opponents.   He  was  appointed 
basketball  and  baseball  coach  and  director  of  intramural  sports  at 
Illinois  Tech  in  June,  1947.

CHICAGO,  Sept,-  29 — -Plans  for  the  construction  of  a  laboratory  and 
headquarters  for  the  research  and  testing  staffs  of  the  Mechanical  and  Engineering 
divisions  and  the  Container  Bureau  of  the  Association  of  American  Railroads  were 
announced  jointly  today  by  William  Ts  Earicy,  A.,AoR,  president,  and  Dra  Henry  T. 
Healdj  president  of  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,,  This  nexv  central  labora- 
tory for  the  railroads  will  be  located  on  the  campus  of  the  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  in  Chicago-, 

According  to  Mr3  Faricy;  the  laboratory,  which  will  be  built  at  a  cost 
of  $o00,000 8  will  contain  offices  for  the  research  staffs,  laboratories  for 
mechanical  and  electrical  engineering,  refrigerator  car  and  packaging  and  con- 
tainer studies  and  a  humidity  room  for  controlling  testing  conditions,,  Alongside 
the  building  will  be  a  Goo-foot  impact  test  track s  he  said? 

Mr*  Earicy  pointed  out  that  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  A=A„R0  to  use 
industrial  and  university  laboratories  wherever  possible  in  conducting  its  research 
work  and  no  change  from  that  policy  is  contemplatedo  Work  will  continue  at  the 
several  laboratories  now  in  use,  and  also  in  the  field  where  both  track  structure 
and  rolling  stock  are  subjected  to  tests  under  operating  conditions,  he  statedc 
However s  he  added,  the  new  building  will  provide  an  improved  central  headquarters 
for  the  direction  of  this  widespread  research  activity  in  the  mechanical,  engineer- 
ing and  container  fields 8 

Dr0  Heald  noted  that  selection  of  Illinois  Tech's  campus  as  the  site 
for  the  laboratory  "adds  another  specific  area  in  which  the  institution  is  serving 
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industry  through,  its  research  and  educational  activities  and  facilities./' 

"The  alliance  of  Illinois  Tech  and  the  railroad  industry  in  a  joint 
effort  to  further  the  progress  of  one  of  the  nation's  great  enterprises  is  another 
example  of  the  mutual  benefits  which  may  be  derived  from  a  closer  association 
between  industry  and  higher  education,"  he  stated. 

Mr,-  Faricy  explained  that  the  location  of  the  research  laboratory  at 
the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  will  permit  a  close  relationship  with  other 
staffs  at  the  Institute  doing  similar  work  and  will  provide  for  an  exchange  of 
ideas  and  procedures^   "The  site  of  the  Technology  Center  in  Chicago's  near  South 
Side  will  also  be  readily  accessible  to  railroad  representatives  for  meetings,'* 
he  said a 

"Railroad  research,  directed  at  producing  better,  safer,  faster  and 
cheaper  transportation,  is  carried  on  by  many  agencies,"  Mr0  Faricy  continued? 
"Individual  railroads,  cooperating  university  laboratories,  manufacturers  who 
supply  railroad  equipment,  inventors,  and  railroad  men  who  observe  the  daily 
operation  of  equipment t  all  contribute  to  the  vast  research  reservoir  of  the 
industry," 

Mr„  Faricy  declared  that  the  A.A0R.->S  which  conducts  studies  on  problems 
of  common  interest  to  all  railroads,  has  at  present  200  technical  committees 
carrying  on  more  than  300  specific  research  projectSo 

The  Mechanical  and  the  Engineering  divisions  and  the  Container  Bureau 
of  the  A,ASR„  are  responsible  for  much  of  the  research  and  testing  carried  on  by 
the  Association,  he  said. 

The  Mechanical  Division  conducts  tests  and  studies  on  the  designing, 
development,  and  improvement  of  railroad  cars,  locomotives  and  the  thousands  of 
parts  which  make  them  up,  the  ^,A..R0  president  stated;  while  the  Engineering 
Division  carries  on  research  on  the  components  of  the  track  and  grades,  as  well 
as  bridges  and  other  structures  along  the  right  of  way.  Both  divisions  maintain 
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electrical  sections  which  are  concerned  -with  research  on  the  widely  diversified 
uses  of  electricity  made  by  the  railroads  on  everything  from  powering  a  6S000- 
horsepoxuer  locomotive  to  opening  train  doors  by  photoelectric  ceils ,  he  said;, 

Freight  container  research  is  aimed  at  constant  investigations  of  what 
goes  on  inside  freight  cars  during  transit  and  includes  projects  on  materials s 
designs  and  marking  of  packages  in  which  goods  are  shipped  and  the  methods  of 
stowing  and  bracing  them  in  freight  cars>  Mr0  Fancy  concluded.-;
